The remaining $021.10 is the in­ 
terest on the cong ressional school 
fund established by the sale of school 
lands. In the first item, as is usually 
the case, Rush conty loses, because 
it nev er receives back as much as it 
contributes to the state school fund. 
The surp lus is . used by the p oorer 
counties. 
The total will be distributed among

dress drew an analog y between the 
bee and man. A man sep arated from 
his fellow-men, hav ing nothing in 
common with them and caring for 
them is lost and undone and can do 
no g ood work. 
We all need each other more than 
we oftimes realize. 
No 
man 
can 
live for 
himself 
alone. 
He must 
take others into 
consideration. 
In 
seeking his own g ood, his own hap ­ 
p iness he must also seek the 
g ood 
and hap p iness of others and in fact, 
he must seek that first and his own 
w’ill follow as a 
natural 
conse­ 
quence.
